JERSEY BULL JERSEY COW (High-producing cow) 

Color: Light fawn to dark brown, some individuals spotted. Weight: Bulls, 1,200-1,800 pounds; cows, 700-1,200 pounds. 

Production: An average of the official yearly and 10-month records of 43,033 cows shows 8,556 pounds milk, testing 5.36 percent, or 458.4 pounds butterfat.
